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Boa Constrictor Taskforce calls for 


volunteers for a concerted hunt

The President of the Boa Con¬ 
strictor Task Force, Diego Mar¬ 
quez, issued a call for hundreds 
of volunteers to take part in an 
intensive and extensive effort 
to eradicate this threat to in¬ 
digenous island species during 
a press conference conducted 
at the government building in 
Oranjestad on Thursday morn¬ 
ing, December 2. 

Operating under the aus¬ 
pices of the Minister of Inte¬ 
gration, Infrastructure and 
Environment, Oslin Benito 
(Benny) Sevinger, the task- 
force announced three training 
sessions to be conducted over 
the coming week in re¬ 
cognizing and handling the 
reptiles which have no natural 
predator on Aruba to control 
their population. 

Exactly when and how the 
species was first introduced to 
Aruba is unknown, but in a 
few years they have prolifer¬ 
ated at an alarming rate, giving 
live birth to 64 young at one 
time; there are no native ani¬ 
mals which threaten even the 
new born boas. The largest 
found on Aruba so far meas¬ 
ures 2.9 meters, nearly 10 ft 
long. 

A previous sweep bagged 
800 boas, “but we can assume 
for every boa found there are at 
least another 4 in the bush,” re¬ 
ports Mr. Marquez, who is the 
official consulting ecologist to 
the Arikok National Park. “The 
boa constrictor, which is not 
venomous, has a prodigious ap¬ 
petite and is a relentless hunter. 
It can reach the highest tree 
branches and is decimating 


many valuable bird species.” 
They also threaten Aruba’s bird 
population by consuming many 
small vermin, larger insects and 
lizards that make the diet of the 
avian population. Though ini¬ 
tially confined to more rural 
areas, over the past few years 
they have even been found in 
urban areas such as San Nicolas 
and Oranjestad. 

Greg Peterson, President 
and founder of the Aruba 
Birdlife Conservation Founda¬ 
tion, joined the plea for volun¬ 
teers for a massive effort to 
control the boas. Those inter¬ 
ested in participating in the 
hunt can contact the organizing 
committee at boa.taskforce@ 
gmail.com. 

Two trainings were al¬ 
ready held on December 4 
and 7 at the Centro di Barrio 


Playa Pabao and Centro di 
Bario Piedra Plat respec¬ 
tively. The last session will 
be conducted tomorrow night 
at the Centro di Bario Savaneta 
from 8 to 9 p.m.. Volunteers 
must go through the training to 
participate; the plan is to grab, 
bag and tag as many boas as 
possible during a single mas¬ 
sive effort. The first hunt with 
will take place on Sunday, De¬ 
cember 12. 

Depending on results and 
the number of volunteers, sub¬ 
sequent operations will follow. 
Mr. Marquez asserts at least 
200 volunteers are needed for 
the hunt to be effective. “We 
are counting on the community 
to come out in force to protect 
our nature, wildlife and pets” 
expressed organizers.

Suriname ex-minister appointed 
head of anti-drugs body 


WASHINGTON - Former 
Surinamese Justice and Police 
Minister Chandrikapersad 
Santokhi has been appointed 
chairman of the Inter-Ameri¬ 
can Drug Abuse Control Com¬ 
mission (CICAD), a security 
organ of the Organisation of 
American States (OAS). The 
48th meeting of CICAD where 
the 51-year-old Surinamer was 
elected, is ongoing at the OAS 
headquarters in Washington. 


Mr Santhoki’s candidature 
was proposed by Brazil and 
supported by Mexico and other 
Caribbean countries. Suri¬ 
name’s President Desi Bou- 
terse also supported Mr 
Santokhi’s candidature for the 
CICAD post, even though the 
two were political rivals. Mr 
Santhoki was a candidate for 
the presidency himself in the 
formation talks following the 
May 2010 elections. 


In a press release issued by 
the Surinamese cabinet, Mr 
Santokhi is quoted as assuring 
the body that he would do his 
utmost in the fight against 
drugs. OAS Secretary-General 
Albert Ramdin - also a Suri¬ 
namer - said Mr Santokhi’s ap¬ 
pointment was an acknow¬ 
ledgement of the efforts made 
by the Surinamese government 
on the illegal drugs trade in re¬ 
cent years. 

CICAD was established by 
the OAS General Assembly in 
1986 as the West’s policy 
forum on all aspects of the 
drug problem. Its core objec¬ 
tive is to strengthen the human 
and institutional capacities of 
its member states to reduce the 
production, trafficking and use 
of illegal drugs, and to address 
the health, social and criminal 
consequences of the illegal 
drug trade.

Minister of Finance, Mike 
de Meza, in his address to Par¬ 
liament intimated that he is 
convinced that this money 
should not be spent on just 
paying bills, but that it should 
be invested in a manner that

would benefit the people, our 
community. Responding to the 
numerous questions raised by 
Parliamentarians concerning 
the approval of the govern¬ 
ment’s budget in view of the 
meager prospect of getting this 
approved at this late stage in 
the year. According to de 
Meza, there are six laws pen¬ 
ding approval which he be¬ 
lieves must first be approved 
before moving ahead with the 
general budget approval. 

It is important to know what 
impact these laws will have on 
the new budget; hence it is pru¬ 
dent to have those approved 
first, according to the Minister 
of Finance. 

De Meza concurred that the 
budget deficit is high, but that 
the government is doing every¬ 
thing possible to keep this 
within international norms. 
The government, he said, is 
working diligently on finding 
structural solutions and to con¬ 
tinue their quest for a growth in 
the economy. 

This Parliament meeting 
was attended by several minis¬ 
ters who were present to re¬ 
spond to the many questions

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Video games get kids to eat more 
veg, fruit: study 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
After being fingered as a key 
cause of the rising rate of US 
childhood obesity, video 
games got a reprieve Tuesday 
as a new study showed they 
can be used to encourage kids 
to eat healthier foods. 

The study, conducted in 
the United States, where 
nearly one in five six- to 19- 
year-olds is obese, found that 
children who played certain 
’’serious” video games — not 
the blockbuster blood-and- 
guts ones like ’’Black Ops” — 
increased the amount of fruit 
and vegetables they ate per 
day by around one serving. 

That is a useful step to¬ 
wards fighting childhood flab 
because ’’increased fruit and 
vegetable intakes have been 
associated with decreased 
risk of obesity,” says the 
study published in the Amer¬ 
ican Journal of Preventive 
Medicine. 

Baylor College of Medi¬ 
cine professor Tom Bara- 
nowski, who led the study, 
said the video games ’’Escape 
from Diab” and 

’’Nanoswarm,” which were 
designed to change diet and 
physical activity behaviors to 
reduce the risk of becoming 
obese and diabetic, ’’moti¬ 
vated players to substantially 


improve diet behaviors. 

”Diab and Nanoswarm 
were designed as epic video 
game adventures, compara¬ 
ble to commercial quality 
video games. These games 
incorporate a broad diversity 
of behavior change proce¬ 
dures woven in and around 
engrossing stories,” he said. 

Playing both games sev¬ 
eral times ’’had a meaningful 
effect on dietary fruit and 
vegetable intake," the study 
found. 

But while that was good 
news, the bad news was that 
the children did not get more 
exercise, and, even with their 
increased intake of healthy 
foods, they still failed to eat 
the doctor-recommended 
minimum daily amount of 
fruit and vegetables. 

Health professionals rec¬ 
ommend that children eat 
five servings a day of fruit or 
vegetables and get an hour of 
moderate to vigorous exer¬ 
cise. 

’’Serious video games hold 
promise, but their effective¬ 
ness and mechanisms of 
change among youth need to 
be more thoroughly investi¬ 
gated,” said Baranowski. 

The childhood obesity rate 
in the United States has 
tripled in 30 years, with ex-

They have never 
been seen because in nature 
they would not survive a few 
days out of the nest because 
their white colour sticks out 
and every reptile, owl or 
predator will get them,” Kunz 
told AFP. 

”In the whole of Australia 
I know there is about three 
white laughing kookaburras 
but they are not albino, they 
have black eyes. For blue 
wings nobody knows that 
they exist or can be hatching 
in this colour.” 

Wild storms which had re¬ 
cently rocked the area were 
believed to have swept the 
unusual chicks from their 
nests, he added. 

Feeding on a diet of small 
mice, cicadas and moths, the 
birds were in good health and 
would be raised at the sanc¬ 
tuary, said Kunz.

TOKYO (AFP) - Japan’s first 
space probe bound for Venus 
was struggling on Tuesday to 
enter the planet's orbit, the 
space agency said. 

The Planet-C Venus Cli¬ 
mate Orbiter, a box-shaped 
golden satellite fitted with 
two paddle-shaped solar pan¬ 
els, blasted off from a space 


centre in southern 
Japan in May. 

The probe, nick¬ 
named ’’Akatsuki” 
or ’’Dawn”, re¬ 
versed its engine to 
slow down and 
enter the planet's 
gravitational field 
but lost contact 
with ground control 
longer than had been antici¬ 
pated, the Japan Aerospace 
Exploration Agency (JAXA) 
said. 

It was presumed to have 
shifted itself into a ’’safe hold 
mode”, and was able to com¬ 
municate only by via one of 
its three antennae after the 
blackout ended. 

”It is not known which 
path the probe is following at 
the moment,” JAXA official 
Munetaka Ueno told re¬ 
porters at the ground control 
late Tuesday. ” We are making 
maximum effort to readjust 
the probe.” 



Venus is similar in size 
and age to Earth but has a far 
more hostile climate, with 
temperatures around 460 de¬ 
grees Celsius (860 degrees 
Fahrenheit) and large 
amounts of carbon dioxide, 
the primary greenhouse gas 
on Earth. 

Scientists believe an in¬ 
vestigation of the climate of 
Venus will help them deepen 
their understanding of the 
formation of the Earth's envi¬ 
ronment and its future. 

Fitted with five cameras, 
the probe will peer through 
the planet's thick layer of sul¬ 
phuric acid clouds to monitor 
the meteorology of Venus, 
search for possible lightning, 
and scan its crust for active 
volcanoes. 

Akatsuki will work closely 
with the European Space 
Agency's Venus Express.

Aspirin 
reduces 
cancer risk 

PARIS (AFP) - A small, 
daily dose of aspirin signifi¬ 
cantly diminishes the risk of 
death from a wide range of 
cancers, according to a land¬ 
mark study released Tuesday. 

The new study, published 
in the British medical journal 
The Lancet, reveals for the 
first time that aspirin also 
helps protect against prostate, 
lung, brain, and throat can¬ 
cers, among others. 

’’These findings provide 
the first proof in man that as¬ 
pirin reduces deaths due to 
several common cancers,” 
said Peter Rothwell, a profes¬ 
sor at the University of Ox¬ 
ford and lead author of the 
study. 

Rothwell and colleagues 
reviewed eight previous clin¬ 
ical trials involving a total of 
more than 25,500 patients. In 
each, some subjects took as¬ 
pirin and others look-alike 
placebos. 

Risk was especially re¬ 
duced after five years of 
treatment with the drug, by 
30 to 40 percent depending 
on the type of cancer. 

For cancer of the lung and 
throat, the protective effect 
was confined to adenocarci¬ 
nomas, the type typically 
seen in non-smokers. 

The length of time before 
the benefits of taking aspirin 
kicked in also varied: five 
years for throat, pancreatic, 
brain and lung cancer, about 
10 years for stomach and col¬ 
orectal cancer, and 15 years 
for prostate cancer. 

’’These promising results 
build on a large body of evi¬ 
dence suggesting that aspirin 
could reduce the risk of de¬ 
veloping or dying from many 
different types of cancer,” 
said Ed Yong of Cancer Re¬ 
search UK in commenting on 
the study. 

’’This tells us that even 
small doses reduce the risk of 
dying from cancer provided it 
is taken for at least five 
years.” 

Daily use of the drug, 
available without prescrip¬ 
tion, may cause stomach 
problems, including stomach 
bleeding. Alcohol use can ag¬ 
gravate these symptoms. 

”We encourage anyone in¬ 
terested in taking aspirin on a 
regular basis to talk to their 
doctor first,” Yong said. 

Aspirin is believed to have 
a preventive effect because it 
inhibits an enzyme called 
COX-2, which promotes cell 
proliferation in cancer tu¬ 
mours.

Euro firms but advance is fragile 


LONDON,England (AFP) - 
The euro firmed against the 
dollar yesterday but analysts 
said the gains were tentative in 
the face of fears Ireland might 
not be the last financially trou¬ 
bled eurozone state to need a 
rescue. 

Currency traders groped for 
clarity from eurozone finance 
ministers, who determined that 
at the moment there was no 
need to boost the size of an 
emergency fund for countries 
overwhelmed by public debt 
and deficits. 

The president of the full 27- 
member European Union, Her¬ 
man Van Rompuy, said the 
eurozone emergency bailout 
fund could be expanded "if 
needed" at a later date but that 


the trillion-dollar facility was 
enough for now. 

"There is no problem with 
the amount available in the fa¬ 
cility and up to now there is no 
need to increase the means 
available for the facility," Van 
Rompuy told a press confer¬ 
ence. 

"For now on there is no 
problem at all," he said. "If 
needed we’ll consider it but 
that is not a question today." 

The remarks did little to 
convince investors that euro¬ 
zone leaders will be able to 
prevent the debt crisis from 
spreading to Spain and Portu¬ 
gal, driving up their borrowing 
costs to untenable levels. 

Nonetheless, the euro was 
firmer in late London trade, 


rising to 1.3332 dollars from 
1.3304 dollars on Monday. 

The dollar was meanwhile 
trading at 83.05 yen against 
82.67 yen on Monday. 

Traders were also keeping a 
wary eye on Ireland, where the 
finance minister announced 
the 2011 budget that included 
already an announced 6.0 bil¬ 
lion euros (8.0 billion dollars) 
in savings via tax hikes and 
spending cuts that are neces¬ 
sary to secure an 85-billion- 
euro EU-IMF bailout. 

Brian Lenihan, delivering 
his 2011 budget to the Dail, or 
lower house of parliament, 
said he would make the sav¬ 
ings as part of a four-year plan 
to slash a huge public deficit 
by a total of 15 billion euros. 


EU strips bank secrecy from cross- 
border tax defences 


BRUSSEL, Belgium (AFP) - 
The EU claimed a long-de¬ 
layed deal yesterday remo¬ 
ving bank secrecy as a reason 
for blocking information 
sharing in a bid to clamp 
down on cross-border tax 
fraud and boost austerity-bat¬ 
tered state coffers. 

The European Union's 
taxation commissioner Algir- 
das Semeta said finance mi¬ 
nisters had taken "a huge step 
forward in the fight against 
tax evasion and tax fraud in 
the EU" at a time when pub- 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) - 
The European Union backed 
Russia's entry into the World 
Trade Organization in a "mile¬ 
stone" deal yesterday that fi¬ 
nally opens the door to 
Moscow's accession in 2011 
after 17 years of negotiations. 

"We've reached a very im¬ 
portant agreement," said Pre¬ 
sident Dmitry Medvedev at a 
one-day EU-Russia summit. 
"I'm very satisfied." 

Russia is the last major 
world power still outside the 
global trade body and the deal 
with the world's largest trading 
bloc clears a crucial hurdle for 
Moscow's possible accession 
as early as next year. 

"We have achieved a break¬ 
through," European Commis-

J ohnny Cash jumpsuit sells 
for 50,000 dollars 


LOS ANGELES, California. 
(AFP) - A jumpsuit that be¬ 
longed to country music leg¬ 
end Johnny Cash has been 
sold for 50,000 dollars, the 
auction house that organized 
the sale has said. 

The plain blue suit was 
made famous in a photograph 
that became known simply as 
’’The Finger,” in which the 
much-troubled singer snee- 
ringly flicks a one-digit salute 
to the camera as he rehearsed 
for a concert before the in¬ 
mates of San Quentin State 
Prison in California. 

A Johnny Cash shirt went 
under the hammer for 31,250 


dollars, a rare poster sold for 
25,000 dollars, while knee- 
high boots he once wore were 
bought for nearly 22,000 dol¬ 
lars, said Beverly Hills-based 
Julien's Auctions. 

The ”Man in Black,” 
whose biggest hits include 
"Folsom Prison Blues,” ”1 
Walk the Fine” and ’’Ring of 
Fire,” died at 71 in September 
2003, four months after his 
wife June. 

He was the subject of 
the 2005 biopic, ”1 Walk 
the Line,” starring Joaquin 
Phoenix and Reese Wither¬ 
spoon. 



Lennon: Forever young 30 years 
after death 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Thirty years after his untimely 
death, gunned down in the 
street outside his New York 
apartment, John Lennon re¬ 
mains a legend whose music 
and drive for world peace has 
inspired generations of artists. 

The former Beatle died on 
December 8, 1980 after being 
shot four times in the back by 
Mark David Chapman outside 
the chic Dakota apartment 
block in Central Park West 
where he lived with his second 
wife, Yoko Ono. 

Lennon had just celebrated 
his 40th birthday. Now every 
year on October 9, Lennon’s 
birthday, and December 8, fans 
flock to the apartment block 
where Ono still lives to pay trib¬ 
ute to the Liverpool-born musi¬ 
cian and mourn his passing. 

Chapman, who was men¬ 
tally unstable and just 25 at the 
time, had staked out Lennon's 
apartment and earlier in the 
day the musician had even au¬ 
tographed a copy of his latest 
album "Double Fantasy” for 
the man who would kill him. 

Chapman eventually 
pleaded guilty to murder and 
was sentenced to 20 years to 
life imprisonment. 

He remains in Attica jail, 
north of New York, and his re¬ 
quest for parole has been 
turned down six times. Ono has 
also opposed his release, fear¬ 
ing for her safety and that of 
their son Sean Lennon, now 35. 

But Lennon's powerful 
legacy lives on, Liverpool — 
the hometown of the Beatles - 
- even renamed its airport after 
one of its most famous heroes. 

Earlier this year, Ono took 
part in celebrations in Iceland 
to mark what would have been 
Lennon's 70th birthday, al¬ 



though she said he had never 
liked to mark the progress of 
time. 

"The last birthday, he told 
me: 'I can't quite believe I'm 
going to be 40.' I don't think he 
liked that part,” she told The 
Times newspaper. 

"I don't think of him as 70. 
He was always that sort of 
strutting around, very, very en¬ 
ergetic guy, and to me he's still 
like that.” 

Syracuse University pop 
culture professor Robert 
Thompson said Lennon "died 
young, like Elvis Presley.” 

"Although the peak of their 
musical influence had already 
passed, for both of them, they 
immediately became legends,” 
he told AFP. 

"Lennon was also a politi¬ 
cal figure, with his look, the 
hair, the glasses, his way of 
life, he symbolized the 'Zeit¬ 
geist' of the period.” 

"Lennon died, but Yoko 
Ono did not. She became a lit¬ 
tle bit of the burning flame,” 
Thompson said, adding that 
her involvement has proved 
complicated, with critics ac¬ 
cusing her of living off 
Lennon's talent. 

Lennon's death marked the 
passing of an era, and he is for¬ 


ever enshrined in memory as 
the tussle-haired musician, 
wearing his trademark round 
glasses. 

"All my students know the 
song 'Imagine,' but you know, 
this is now a song that plays in 
elevators and dentist parlors,” 
Thompson said. 

Last year, Ono organized an 
exhibition of her husband's 
New York years, and she con¬ 
tinues to update his official 
website www.johnlennon.com. 

Ono, now 77, lit up the 
"Imagine Peace Tower” in the 
Icelandic capital Reykjavik in 
October, before performing 
with her Ono Plastic Band and 
her son Sean Lennon at an 
evening concert. 

The tower, a three-year-old 
art installation composed of a 
strong, vertical beam of light 
that can reach up to 13,100 feet 
(4,000 meters), is lit up every 
year and stays on until Decem¬ 
ber 8. 

More than 450,000 of the 
band's albums and over two 
million individual songs were 
sold in the first week their 
music appeared on Apple's 
iTunes last month. 

And in June, Lennon's orig¬ 
inal handwritten lyrics for the 
hit Beatles song "A Day in the 
Life” was sold at a Sotheby's 
auction for 1.2 million dollars, 
almost twice the estimates. 

Even Lennon's official 
Facebook page has over 1.2 
million followers. 

But for Beatles fans every¬ 
where, Lennon's death also 
drew the curtain on one long- 
cherished desire. 

"There is one other thing: 
his death put a final end to the 
hope of millions of fans to see 
the Beatles reunite,” Thomp¬ 
son said.

career-best 123 not out off 
just 96 balls as India pulled 
off a thrilling five-wicket win 
in the fourth one-day interna¬ 
tional against New Zealand 
on Tuesday. 

The all-rounder clubbed 
seven fours and seven sixes 
on the way to his maiden 
one-day century to help the 
hosts overhaul New 
Zealand's challenging 315-7 
with seven balls to spare at 
the Chinnaswamy Stadium in 
Bangalore. 

The victory put India on 
course for a series whitewash 
over the Black Caps who trail 
4-0 with one game remaining 
to be played in Chennai on 
Friday. 

Pathan clobbered the New 
Zealand attack with his ag¬ 
gressive innings, putting on 
133 runs for the unfinished 


sixth wicket with Saurabh Ti- 
wary (37 not out) after India 
had been reduced to 188-5 in 
the 34th over. 

Pathan also played a key 
role with the ball, grabbing 
three New Zealand wickets 
for 49 runs off nine overs. 

James Franklin top-scored 
for the Kiwis with an un¬ 
beaten 98 off 69 balls includ¬ 
ing 12 fours and three sixes. 

"I have always said Pathan 
can finish games on his own, 
and that’s what he did today," 
Indian captain Gautam 
Gambhir said. 

"I had never seen some¬ 
thing like this before. But I 
knew till the time Pathan was 
there, we would win the 
game." 

Paceman Andy McKay 
took two wickets in two balls 
to spoil a rollicking start by 
India that saw openers 
Gambhir (27) and Parthiv 
Patel put on 67 runs in less 
than 10 overs. 

Gambhir, the leading run- 
getter in the series, cut 
McKay to point where Mar¬ 
tin Guptill took a sharp catch 
and Virat Kohli was caught 
by Kyle Mills for a duck.

Chris Douglas-Roberts hit 
a three-pointer, Brandon Jen¬ 
nings delivered a free throw 
and Ersan Ilyasova made a 
jump shot to close the gap to 
74-71. 

Then the Heat's star trio of 
James, Wade and Bosh 
stepped up.

Patriots rout 
Jets in record¬ 
setting victory 

FOXBORO (AFP) - Tom 
Brady threw for four touch¬ 
downs and 326 yards on 
Monday, setting a record for 
consecutive home wins by a 
quarterback as he led New 
England to a 45-3 rout of 
the New York Jets. 

Brady notched his 
league-record 26th straight 
regular-season home tri¬ 
umph. 

He surpassed Brett 
Favre's record for consecu¬ 
tive home victories, but 
even more importantly 
lifted New England to a win 
over their nearest division 
rivals and at 10-2 to the best 
record in the American 
Football Conference. 

The Patriots romped 
against a Jets team that had 
won eight straight road con¬ 
tests — including five this 
season. 

New York's highly touted 
defense, however, could 
produce no effective pass 
rush as Brady completed his 
second straight game with 
four scoring passes and no 
interceptions. 

It was Brady's seventh 
straight game without an in¬ 
terception and he moved 
into 13 th place all-time with 
252 touchdown passes. 

"That's what makes Tom 
the quarterback he is," 
coach Bill Belichick said of 
the three-time Super Bowl 
winner. 

Former Jets running back 
Danny Woodhead also de¬ 
livered an outstanding per¬ 
formance against his old 
team, turning one short pass 
into a 50-yard gain and pick¬ 
ing up 35 yards on another. 

Brady said the Patriots 
didn't get caught up in the 
hype surrounding the divi¬ 
sion match-up. But he ad¬ 
mitted it was key to beat the 
Jets after New York beat 
New England at the Mead- 
owlands in the second week 
of the season.

work, and I thank him for his 
efforts." 

Studesville and chief oper¬ 
ating officer Joe Ellis were to 
hold a press conference on 
Tuesday. 

After winning his first six 
games in his rookie coaching 
season in 2009, McDaniels, a 
disciple of New England 
coach Bill Belichick, lost 17 
of his last 22 games with 
Denver. 

In addition to Denver's 
disappointing results, Mc¬ 
Daniels' tenure was marred 
by an embarrassing videotap¬ 
ing scandal as well as a series 
of poor personnel decisions. 

McDaniels traded away 
Peyton Hillis, who has be¬ 
come a power running back 
in Cleveland. He was fined 
50,000 dollars by the NFL for 
failing to report a subordinate 
who violated league rules by 
videotaping a San Francisco 
49ers training in London in 
October. 

The team was also rocked 
this year by linebacker D.J. 
Williams' drunken driving 
charge, which caused him to 
be stripped of his captaincy.

No alcohol, kissing ban, says Club World Cup chief 


ABU DHAB (AFP) - The or¬ 
ganisers of the FIFA Club 
World Cup on Tuesday de¬ 
nied reports in the local media 
here that fans attending the 
event in Abu Dhabi would be 
banned from drinking alcohol 
and kissing in public. 

According to a report in 
newspaper Emarat Al-Yom 
on Monday, foreign fans 


were to be given leaflets urg¬ 
ing them to respect local 
Muslim sensitivities. 

"No, I’ve not heard any¬ 
thing on this subject," said 
Mohammed Khalfan Al-Ru- 
maithi, president of the 
United Arab Emirates Foot¬ 
ball Association, at a press 
conference. 

All forms of drugs are 


banned in the UAE, but alco¬ 
hol is widely available in bars 
and restaurants situated in¬ 
side hotels.

League to buy Hornets 


NEW YORK (AFP) - NBA 
Commissioner David Stern 
said Monday the league will 
go ahead with its plan to pur¬ 
chase the New Orleans Hor¬ 
nets as a means of insuring 
the club's stability until it can 
be sold to a new owner. 

The league will buy the 
club from majority owner 
George Shinn and minority 
owner Gary Chouest, after 
negotiations between the two 
for Chouest to buy Shinn's in¬ 
terest stalled. 

"George Shinn has been 
an exceptional owner for 
New Orleans and Gary 
Chouest has been extraordi¬ 
narily supportive as a minor¬ 
ity owner," Stern said. 

"However, in light of the 


uncertain economic situation 
in New Orleans and 
Louisiana, Gary has decided 
not to move forward with the 
purchase of George's major¬ 
ity interest. 

"In the absence of any vi¬ 
able purchaser seeking to own 
the Hornets in New Orleans, I 
recommended to the NBA 
Board of Governors that the 
best way to assure stability 
and the adequate funding of 
the franchise would be for the 
league to step in, and com¬ 
plete the transaction and as¬ 
sume control." 

Stern did not say what the 
NBA is paying for the club 
but did say the franchise "has 
been valued in excess of 300 
million dollars."
